1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest 
prior art reference of record is the publication to Brodersen, cited in the previous action. 
However, the reference fails to teach or suggest the features of generating a test 
sequence of inputs for the application from the model of the application, as specified in 
claims 1,12, 33, 42, 56, 65, 67 and 70. Brodersen also does not provide a menu 
configured to enable user initiation of a graph traversal program to generate a test 
sequence of inputs for the software application, with the menu further configured to 
enable user initiation of a test driver to apply the test sequence of inputs to the software 
application to test the software application, as indicated in claim 28 or the features of a 
graph traversal program to generate a test sequence of inputs for the software 
application with the user interface presenting a graph traversal menu to enable a user to 
select the graph traversal program in combination with the user interface presenting a 
test execution menu to enable a user to select the test driver program.
